ALTHOUGH THE SOVIETS NONPARTICIPATION IN THE SC VOTE ON THE 
US-UK RESOLUTION ON THE ENTEBBE INCIDENT WAS THOUGHT TO BE THE 
FIRST TIME THEY HAD USED THAT DEVICE, FURTHER RESEARCH INDICATED 
THAT ON A MINOR U.S. PROCEDURAL MOTION IN JULY, 1974, DURING A 
CYPRUS DEBATE, NEITHER THE USSR NOR BYELORUSSIA PARTICIPATED IN THE

MEETING WITH KENYAN REPRESENTATIVE - 

KENYAN PERMREP MAINA VOLUNTEERED TO KATZEN HE WOULD LIKE TO 
VISIT PUERTO RICO AND COULD ACCEPT AN INVITATION WERE IT TO A 
SPECIFIC EVENT THERE. HE ALSO SAID THERE SEEMED TO BE SOME REDUC- 
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TION IN TENSIONS ALONG UGANDAN BORDER, WITH RUMORS OF WITHDRAW-

THE COMMITTEE CONSIDERED CASES JULY 16 AND AGREED TO 
SEND LETTERS CONCERNING SEVERAL CASES. AMONG THEM ONES TO U.S., 

UK AND FRANCE EXPRESSING APPRECIATION FOR INVESTIGATORY EFFORTS IN 
CASE CONCERNING "OIL CONSPIRACY" AND REAFFIRMING SERIOUSNESS 
WITH WHICH THE COMMITTEE REGARDS THE CASE, WITH SEPARATE LETTER TO 
THE NETHERLANDS AND SOUTH AFRICA ON THE CASE. U.S. REPRESENTATIVE 
ADVISED THAT VISAS WOULD NOT BE ISSUED TO RHODESIANS PLANNING TO 
TRAVEL TO FEDERATION CUP TENNIS CHAMPIONSHIP. THE U.S. WAS ASKED 
TO FOLLOW UP ON STATEMENT CONCERNING PACKAGE TOURS. UK REPRESENT- 
ATIVE REFERRED TO JUNE 10 SALISBURY RADIO BROADCAST WHICH MENT- 
IONED PRESENCE IN RHODESIA OF 154 AMERICAN TRAVEL AGENTS, AND U.S. 
REPRESENTATIVE AGREED TO MAKE INQUIRIES. THE CHAIRMAN IS TO 
MEET WITH THE GABONESE PERMREP CONCERNING CARGO AIR TRANSPORT.

UN FINANCES - 

KEMAL (PAKISTAN) GAVE US COPY OF WHAT IS CALLED "GUIDELINES 
OF A POSSIBLE PACKAGE SOLUTION OF THE FINANCIAL PROBLEMS OF THE 
ORGANIZATION," THE SUBSTANCE OF WHICH IS A SLIGHTLY DIFFERENT 
VERSION OF HIS "FINANCIAL ACCORD" WHICH WENT THROUGH SEVERAL 
DRAFTS. ITS FORM IS WORKING GROUP REPORT TO THE G-77, AND 
IF APPROVED BY THE FULL G-77 WILL BE GIVEN TO CHAIRMAN BOATEN (GHANA) 
OF THE NEGOTIATING COMMITTEE ON UN'S FINANCIAL EMERGENCY AS THE 
GROUP'S CONTRIBUTION TO THE PAPER BOATEN IS PLANNING TO PREPARE 
AS BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS. KEMAL DID NOT APPEAR TO HARBOR ANY 
ILLUSIONS WE WOULD FIND HIS GUIDELINES ANY MORE ATTRACTIVE THAN 
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HIS EARLIER PAPERS. WHEN HE SAID WORD WAS GOING AROUND THE SECRET- 
ARIAT THAT THE AMERICANS WOULD NOT NEGOTIATE SERIOUSLY ON THE 
FINANCIAL PROBLEM IN A PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION YEAR, HE WAS TOLD 
U.S. POLITICS HAVE NO EFFECT ON THIS PARTICULAR PROBLEM AND REAL 
QUESTION IS WHETHER SOVIETS ARE PREPARED TO NEGOTIATE SERIOUSLY.

COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES- 

U.S. (KRESSLER) MADE STATEMENT ON GUAM, AFTER THE SUBCOMMITTEE 
JULY 16 ADOPTED REPORTS ON GILBERT ISLANDS, PITCAIRN AND 
TUVALU AND ON SOLOMON ISLANDS. THE RAPPORTEUR INTRODUCED 
DRAFT REPORT ON ST. HELENA. 

KRESSLER REPORTED THAT THE POLITICAL STATUS COMMISSION HAD 
DEVELOPED A TIME-TABLE WHICH WOULD CULMINATE IN A REFERENDUM 
AT THE SEPTEMBER PRIMARY ELECTIONS INTENDED TO DETERMINE WHAT 
THE PEOPLE OF GUAM DESIRED IN THEIR FUTURE RELATIONSHIP WITH THE 
U.S. HE DESCRIBED THE ADVERSE ECONOMIC CONDITIONS DURING THE 
PAST TWO YEARS WHICH HAD BROUGHT THE GOVERNMENT OF GUAM TO THE 
BRINK OF FINANCIAL INSOLVENCY, AND HE SAID THAT BEFORE 
LOAN AND GRANT PROPOSALS HAD BEEN SUBMITTED TO THE U.S. CONGRESS, 
A DEVASTATING TYPHOON HIT THE ISLAND. PRES FORD HAD DECLARED 
GUAM A MAJOR DISASTER AREA, BUT IT WOULD TAKE MONTHS FOR 
RELIEF AGENCIES AND OTHER FEDERAL AGENCIES TO MEET THE 
EMERGENCY CONDITIONS STILL EXIST IN GUAM. 

IT WOULD BE SEVERAL YEARS, AT THE MINIMUM, BEFORE GUAM WAS 
BACK TO NORMAL. 

GARVALOV (BULGARIA) ASKED WHETHER MILITARY INSTALLATIONS STILL 
EXISTED IN GUAM OR WHETHER THEY HAD BEEN SHUT DOWN. THAT 
INFORMATION, HE SAID, SHOULD HAVE BEEN REFLECTED IN THE SEC- 
RETARIAT WORKING PAPER UNDER THE HEADING GENERAL INFORMATION. 
REID (AUSTRALIA) REQUESTED DETAILS ON OPTIONS BEING PRESENTED 
IN SEPTEMBER REFERENDUM AND ADDITIONAL INFORMATION ON POLITICAL 
EDUCATION PROGRMA. HE ALSO REQUESTED CLARIFICATION OF STATEMENT 
THAT 82,000 PEOPLE RECEIVED FOOD STAMPS FOLLOWING TYPHOON 
PAMELA IN LIGHT OF FACT 1973 CENSUS LISTED 70,331 CIVILIANS 
ON GUAM. 

OAU "RESOLUTION" ON SAHARA-- 

ALGERIANS REQUESTED CIRCULATION OF TEXTS OF "RESOLUTIONS" ON 
THE WESTERN SAHARA "ADOPTED" BY THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS 
OF OAU AND BY THE OAU SUMMIT IN MAURITIUS, AND THE UN CIR- 
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CULATED THEM AS A GA AND SC DOCUMENT (A/31/136; S/12141). 

MAURITANIAN PERMREP HASSEN THEN WROTE THE SECRETARY GENERAL 
(A/31/138; S/12143) THAT THE RESOLUTION IN ANNEX I OF 
THE ALGERIAN LETTER (CONCERNING RIGHT OF PEOPLE OF WESTERN 
SAHARA TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE AND 
DEMANDING WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN OCCUPATION FORCES) 

WAS NOT ADOPTED BY THE OAU SUMMIT. HE STATED IT WAS DIS- 
COURTEOUS TO THE AFRICAN HEADS OF STATE TO REQUEST PUBLICATION AS A 
UN DOCUMENT OF A RECOMMENDATION OF THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS 
WHICH THE HEADS OF AFRICAN STATES DID NOT SEE FIT TO RATIFY, AND 
CALLED THIS A PIECE OF ALGERIAN TRICKERY. THE ONLY 
RESOLUTION ON WESTERN SAHARA ADOPTED BY OAU SUMMIT WAS ONE 
IN ALGERIA'S ANNEX II WHICH DECIDED TO HOLD SPECIAL SESSION 
WITH PARTICIPATION OF PEOPLE OF WESTERN SAHARA WITH PUR- 
POSE OF FINDING A IUST AND LASTING SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM, 

HASSEN WROTE. (USUN 2932, 2933) 

DEMONSTRATION AT SYRIAN MISSION AND ARAB LEAGUE- 

FIFTY INDIVIDUALS, LED BY SAMMY ALB ANNA OF ARAB CLUB, 

BROOKLYN GATHERED IN FRONT OF SYRIAN UN MISSION TO DEMAND 
REMOVAL OF SYRIAN TROOPS FROM LEBANON, AND LATER DEMONSTRATED 
AT OFFICES OF LEAGUE OF ARAB STATES, WHERE INFORMATION OFFICER 
ACCEPTED PETITION ADDRESSED TO ARAB FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING 
IN CAIRO. MEMBERS AND "OR SUPPORTERS OF YOUTH AGAINST WAR 
AND FACISM, WORKERS WORLD PARTY, INTERNATIONAL WORKERS 
PARTY, AND YOUNG SOCIALISTS MARCHED IN SYMPATHY 
WITH DEMONSTRATORS. (USUN 2929)
